been a ſubje& of England; but he was ſoon diſco- 
vered and taken. The enemy's veſſels were very alert 
upon the coaſt of England; for, notwithſtanding the

great number of our cruizers, their privateers made 
prize of ſome ſmall craft, on the back of the Ifle of 
Wight. 


A proper diſpoſition being made for landing, when

it ſhould be found neceſſary, and every * 


ed for the vovage; we were favoured with a fair wind, 
on Thurſday the firſt of June. Lord Anſon immedi- 
ately weighed and put to ſea, with all the ſhips of 
War, except thoſe deſtined as convoy to the 5 — 
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under the immediate direction of commodore Howe. 


By 11 in the forenoon, all the tranſports were under 
fail ; by two o'clock we cleared the Iſle of Wight, 
and ſtood over to the coaſt of France, with a freſh 
gale which blew all night. The Anne, artillery tranſ- 
port, in which were four engineers, loſt her maſt, and 
was by a ſhip of war towed into Guernſey. In the 
evening, the commodore came to an anchor, until 
the tide made; then he weighed, and made fail. 
In the morning of Saturday, June 3, great part of 


the fleet was far aſtern of the commodore, who being 


to the weſtward of Alderney, brought too off the 


Sark, and dropped anchor in very foul ground and 


dangerous riding, where many anchors were loſt. The 
Ward tranſport, having on board part of the firſt re- 
giment of guards, drove upon a rock, and fired guns 
of diſtreſs : When ſhe was on the point of founder- 
ing, all the men were ſaved in boats, and removed 
into other veſſels. 

. Notwithſtanding the repeated ſignals to make ſail, 
the tranſports lagged behind; ſome of them at the 


_ diſtance of five or ſix leagues ; otherwiſe we might 


have, this evening, come to an anchor in the bay of 


. Cancalle, in the neighbourhood of St. Maloes, the 
place of our deſtination. At night the commodore 
weighed and ſtood off to ſea, for the ſafety of the 
fleet: In the morning of Sunday, he made fail for 
the land. On Monday morning we made St. Maloes, 


and about two in the afternoon, the whole fleet ſtood 
into the bay of Cancalle. Some batteries from the 
ſhore beginning to fire on our cutters, the frigates ran 
in ſhore, and a few ſhot were exchanged. __ 

About five in the evening, all the grenadiers of 
the army were embarked in the flat-bottomed boats 
for landing; the volunteers accompanied this detach- 
ment, and acted with them on all occaſions. About 
ſeven, Mr. Howe in his own ſhip led the way, and 


with two others ranging up a-long-lide of a ſmall 


battery, 
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battery, poured in ſome broad ſides, by which it was 
effectually * We landed without the loſs of 
one man, and met with no oppoſition, except ſore 
random ſhot from a few ſtragling peaſants. 

Wie forthwith marched up in ſmall parties, to 
ſeize the poſts and villages, which were fituated on 
high grounds, and rendered very ſtrong by hollow 


ways, encloſures, gulleys, and every natural defence 
except water. 


The field pieces, being ſix pounders, were likewiſe 


landed, -and by a miſtake of orders, drawn in a dee 
road where they ſtuck in the mire, until with great ak. 
ficulty they were brought back to the beach. From 
the priſoners we underſtood, that there was no other 
practicable road for artillery, from hence to St. Ma- 
loes, but by the way of Doll, which was a circuit of 
12 Ales; but we learned from other information, 
that we might have landed with all our artillery in Pa- 
rame harbour, within a league of St. Maloes. All 
night we lay on our arms. On Tueſday morning, we 
reconnoitred a ſpot of ground for a camp, to be forti- 
fied with intrenchments, in order to ſecure our retreat: 
In the evening, 600 men were ſet to work on this 
intrenchment. - The people of the country, aban- 
doned their 8 in the utmoſt conſternation, and 
carried off their effects; none remained but the aged 
and infirm, ſome of whom were firſt rifled, and after- 
wards ſuffered death, from the brutality of the troops 
and ſeamen. It muſt be owned indeed, that both 
were 1ncorrigible. Notwithſtanding general orders 
and prohibitions, as well as the perſonal vigilance and 
moderation of the officers, they plundered and de- 
ſtroyed every thing that fell in their way, to the re- 
proach of diſcipline, and diſgrace of humanity. 

The diſembarkation being finiſhed, the troops en- 
camped on the ground choſen for the entrenchment, 
in the road from Cancalle to St. Maloes. On Wedneiday 


morning the duke of Mariborough and lord George 


Sackville, with the firſt column of che army, began 
D their 
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their march towards St. Maloes : Lord Ancram 
at the. head of the ſecond column, advanced to- 
ad the ſame place, through the great road: by the 
ſea-fide, to the right of the village of Doll. The 
brigade of guards occupied an encampment three 
miles to the left, on a ſpot of ground which was the 
moſt acceſſible avenue, by which the enemy could 
fall upon us. This night and next day, a yo 
of the troops burned above 100 fail of ſhipping, to- 
gether with a great number of magazines fille with 
naval ſtores, at St. Servan, and Solidore, a fauxbourg 
to St. Maloes, with a large and open harbour. They 


likewiſe took poſſeſſion of a fort, near the point of 


Parame, which the enemy had abandoned. In the 
mean time the brigade left at Cancalle, were employ- 
ed in making the entrenchment, as well as in build- 
ing two _ redoubts, one horn work, and two 
batteries, for the defence of 1130 paces of ground. 
In the rear of this entrenchment, were landing places, 
with high rocks, and difficult communications to the 


ſhore. The front was covered by a hollow way flank- | 
ed with houſes, in which loop-holes were made; and 


a little further advanced, was. an abbatis of large 


trees felled for the purpoſe. The left was ſecured by | 


a deep eſcarpement : The center and the right were 


defended by adbatis, and the village of Cancalle, ot very 
difficult acceſs. Never was a finer ſituation, for a ſmall 


army to make a ſtand againſt any ſuperiority of number. 
(See the plan annexed.) | 

The three brigades encamped with the duke of 
Marlborough, at Parame, had no opportunity of 
acting: The hght-horſe indeed, and out- parties, 


ſcoured the cou ntry, and brought in a conſiderable 
number of priſoners; but there was little proſpect of 


being able to reduce St. Maloes. This > coal is very

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| hundred yards in length. The town is provided with 
a great number of cannon; but having no outworks, 
the fortifications are far from being formidable; nor 
would they be able to ſuſtain a regular ſiege, for any 
length of time. | | 
On Friday, June 9, commodore Howe, with the 
ſhips of war and arnllery tranſports, failed from the 
bay of Cancalle towards St. Maloes, with intention 
to land the battering. cannon ; but the deſign of a 
formal ſiege was found impracticable. The artillery 
could not be landed near the town; nor had we horſes 
ſufficient to draw it from any conſiderable diſtance. 
Beſides, before any regular approaches could be made, 
the enemy, in all probability, would have been aſ- 
ſembled to a much greater number than we could 
pretend to oppoſe. The general, moved by theſe con- 
{iderations, reſigned all thoughts of an attack by 
land upon St. Maloes ; and Mr. Howe ſailed back to 
the bay of Cancalle. Some letters paſſed between 
the duke of Marlborough and the governor of the 
town; and an exact account was taken of the ſhips, 
veſſels, ſtorehouſes, and magazines, which had been 
deſtroyed at St. Servan : By the calculation it appears, 
that incredible damage had been done to the ene- 
my, in this excurſion, however they may endea- 
vour to conceal or extenuate the particulars of their loſs. 
On Saturday, the troops marched back to the land- 
ing place at Canca le, and encamped within the in- 
trenchments and redoubts which were next day finiſhed. 
On Sunday, the light-horſe were re- embarked; as 
were the three firſt brigades of infantry: Next day, 
the weather was very rainy; nevertheleſs, the troops 


were, by two o'clock, ſafely conveyed on hoard their 


reſpective tranſports. The guards covered the re- 


treat: Their diſpoſition was ſuch, as to leave the vil- 


lage of Cancalle quite unguarded]; ſo that if any at- 
— 14 been made to interrupt or diſturb us, great 
confuſion muſt have enſued. The peaſants de had

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taken were diſmiſſed upon the beach, before che mn 
diviſion re- emharked. 

On Tueſday, the town of Granville was reconnoi- 
tred by a gentleman who had formerly been in the 
place. He perceived a camp before it; and intelli- 
gence was received, that a conſiderable body of forces 
was here aſſembled, under the marſhal de Harcourt, 
commander of the French troops in Normandy. 

We were detained at Cancalle, by orch-weſterly 
winds, for two days during which a packet arrived 
from England ; another was diſpatched thither with 
an account of our ſucceſs, and ſafe re-embarkation ; 
and a flag of truce, from St. Maloes, went on board 
of the commodore. 

On Friday 16, we failed from the Bay ; but next 
day we were obliged, by contrary winds, to return to 
our former ſtation. 

On Sunday, the duke of Marlborough, with ſome 
general officers, went along ſhore to reconnoitre Gran- 
ville. On Tueſday, commodore Howe, and the en- 
gineers, made an excurſion for the ſame purpoſe. 
On the back fide of Granville, they perceived nothing 
but an old wall on a precipice, without any manner 


of defence, wholly expoſed to a bombardment. The FE 


en gineers, at their return, made a report of their ob- 
ſervations to the duke of Marlborough. On Wed- 
neſday tlie 20th, we tacked out of the bay, with ha- 
zy weather: Next day and the following, the wea- 
ther continuing fair, we cleared Jerſey and Guernſey : 

On Saturday we made Portland : On Sunday, we 
ſtood for Cape la Hogue: On Monday we ſteered for 
Havre de Grace; the weather being extremely rough. 
On Tueſday we underſtood the deſign was for Caen; 
but as we could not make this place, on account of 
the tempeſtuous weather, we ſailed along ſhore to- 
wards Harfleur, The wind abating, on Thurſday we 
directed our courſe for Cherbaurg, the bay of which a

ſnipping. Here it was reſolved. to land; and a diſ- 
poſition was made accordingly. The generals deter- 
mined that-the forts & preg Hommet, and Gal- 
let, ſhould be attacked in the night, by the firſt regi- 
ment of guards: The men were actually diſtributed 
in the flat-bottomed boats, and every thing in readi- 
neſs for the ſervice ; when it began to blow with ſuch 
violence, that the ſoldiers could not be landed, with- 
out the utmoſt danger and difficulty ; or even if they 
had gained the ſhore, they could not have been ſuſ- 
tained in caſe of a repulſe. For theſe reaſons, the at- 
tempt was poſtponed; and a reſolution taken to ſtand 
in ſhore with the ſhips, in order to cover a general 
landing. Preparations were made for this purpoſe ; 
but the wind encreaſed to a very hard gale, and the 
tranſports ran foul of each other. The wind blew 
right in ſhore : The weather had a very unfavourable 
aſpect: The proviſions had run ſhort ; and the Hay 
for the horſes, was almoſt exhauſted : For theſe rea- 
ſons, it was judged proper to put to ſea immediately; 
accordingly, we failed with eaſy weather towards the 
Iſle of Wight, and on Saturday evening anchored at 
St. Helens. f 
Such was the iſſue of our firſt enterprize; an en- 
terprize atchieved with conſiderable ſucceſs, if we 
conſider the damage done to the enemy's ſhipping, 
and the object which the miniſtry had in view, name- 
lx, to ſecure the navigation of the Engliſh channel; 
to alarm the French king in ſuch a manner, as would 
oblige him to employ a great number of troops for 
the defence of his coaſt; to hamper him in the proſe- 
cution of his deſigns upon Germany; and to ſcreen 
the kingdoms of Great-Britain from all apprehenſion 
of invaſion and inſult. Our ſucceſs was obtained 
with as little loſs as ever attended an invading army; 
or a fleet, expoſed to bad weather, contrary winds, 
and a variety of other accidents, The duke of Marl- 
borough, and lord George Sackville, going ay 
| | ge | et 
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ſet out for London; leaving the command of the 
troops to lord Ancram. 

At this period, admiral Saunders arrived at Spit- 
head, from the Mediterranean, with two large ſhi 
of war, the Foudroyant and Orphee, which had been 
taken in an engagement by admiral Oſborn. - The 
Foudroyant was the ſhip in which Galiſſoniere's flag 
was hoiſted; when he fell in with the ſquadron com- 
manded by adroiral Byng. It was her fate afterwards, 
to ſtrike to the Monmouth, commanded by the ſame 
perſon who acted as Byng's captain, on that inglori- 
ous day: This was captain Gardener, who fought the 
Foudroyant very tly, and loſt Tus life in the 8 
action. 

On Thurſday, July 3, orders r to diſſembark 
the troops, until the tranſports ſhould be re-vic- 
tualled: They accordingly landed at Cowes, and 
marched to their former encampment, in the foreſt 
of the Ifle of Wight. Major general Waldgrave 
was called away, to be employed in ſervice on the 


continent: The earl of Ancram, and major general 


Elliot, ſet out for London; ſo that the command of 
the army devolved to the major generals, Dury, Moſ- 
tyn, and Boſcawen. 

In a few days we were certainly informed, that the 
duke of Marlborough was appointed to command 
the Britiſh troops, deſtined to join Prince Ferdinand 
of Brunſwick; In this body was included, one bri- 
gade of our encampment, who now received orders 
to make returns to his grace: We likewiſe under- 
_ ſtood, that lord George Sackville was nominated to 
at ünder the duke: That the command of our army 
was conferred on lieutenant general Bligh, with in- 
ſtructions to make another attempt on the coaſt of 
France; and that his royal highneſs, Prince Edward, 
would ſerve on board of commodore Howe, as a vo- 
lunteer in the expedition. 


In 
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In the mean time, mayor general Kingſley came to 
aſſume the command of the brigade, that was order- 
ed to join the N deſigned for Germany. It con- 


ſiſted of the Welch Fuzileers, wich the regiments of 
Kingſley, and Home, which were embarked and ſail- 
ed the latter end of July. 

The troops that remained in the Ifle of Wight, 
were alſo put on board; and general Bligh took the 
command of them on the 24th: That ſame day, his 
royal highneſs Prince Edward, arrived at Portſ- 
mouth, where he was received with all the honours 
due to his high rank ; and his preſence diffuſed joy 
through all degrees of people. |

orders have been already given out, for the 
preſervation of mens health, and the con- 
duct of the troops, on board the tranſports, and 
thoſe ſo frequently repeated; that he thinks it unne- 
ceſſary to add to them. 


He recommends a conſtant diligence and atten- 


tion in the execution of them, in the ſtrongeſt man- 


ner, to the officers of every ſhip ; whoſe experience 
has now furniſhed them with the beſt means, of 
keeping their men and ſhips healthy. 

The commanding officers of ſhips, will not omit 
the eſtabliſhing a conſtant roll calling every morning, 
company by company. The officers of each com- 
pany will, during the time of their reviewing, order 
a ſerjeant and three men below deck, to clean and air 
the berths, waſhing them or ſprinkling them with 
- vinegar; the earlier this is begun the better: The 
men will afterwards go to the main-top and ſhrouds, 
as many as can, and continue upon deck as much as 
poſſible during the whole day.

SECOND ENTERPRIZE, 


TARIOUS conjectures were formed, touch- 

\ / ing the ſecond deſtination of our arma- 
ment: Some officers eagerly wiſhed for a Ger- 
man campaign; but this they had no reaſon to expect, 
conſidering the preſent ſyſtem of politicks, which 
ſeemed to deviate from the old unconſtitutional 
ſcheme, of ſending armies to the Continent. It was 
not without a ſevere miniſterial ſtruggle, that a few 
regiments of dragoons and infantry, were tranſported 
to Embden, in order to join the Hanoverian army, 
commanded by Prince Ferdinand of Brunſwick. The 
favourite plan of action, for employing the Britiſh 
troops, was ſtill to alarm the coaſt of France, deſtroy 
the enemy's ſhipping, and diſtreſs- their maritime 
places; and our little army was continued in this ſer- 
vice of invaſion and buccaneering; a ſervice, though 
not extremely honourable, yet very neceſſary for the 
intereſt and ſafety of a trading iſland like Great- 
Britain. Frequent murmurs iſſued from the mouths 
of many officers, whoſe ſuperior rank, military ſkill, 
and knowledge of our political machine, ought to 
have reſtrained them from ſetting ſuch examples of 
unſoldiery and dangerous diſcontent. I have heard 
many pompous ſpeeches, uttered on the untractable 
ſpirit of the army, as if it were dangerous to the li- 
berties of a free people, and a large ſtep ans 4 

cſtab- 


on TAE COAST or FRANCE. 73 
eſtabliſhment of arbitrary power: But ſuch an un- 
governable ſpirit, is inconſiſtent with diſcipline and 
due ſubordination; and inſtead of making ſteps to the 
eſtabliſnment of power, will be more likely to take larg- 
er ſtrides to its diſſolution: Be that as it will, I ſhould 
not be ſurprized, to hear ſpeeches and declamations of 
the ſame nature, levelled at us, on our return from a 
very diſagreeable and dangerous ſervice, which how- 
ever it is our duty to bear, with exemplary fortitude 
and chearfulneſs. 

On Thurſday, July 27, his royal highneſs Prince 
Edward, attended by all the barges of the fleet, was 
rowed on board of . The bar 
in which he ſat, carried the ſtandard of England: 
The flags and captains followed in order, according to 
their ſeniority: The guns of the garriſon, fired as he 
paſſed; but thoſe of the fleet were ſilent: Upon a 
repreſentation of the board of ordnance, importing, 
that if the war ſhould continue with vigour, and any 
interruption. of commerce with Holland ſhould hap- 
pen, a ſcarcity of gunpowder might be apprehend- 
ed; orders were given, prohibiting the expence of 
unneceſſary ſalutes. 

His royal highneſs continued on board, and re- 
ceived the compliments of the general officers ; on 
Friday a ſignal was made for this purpoſe, though the 
weather was very tempeſtuous. Next day being calm 
and ſerene, the prince and general went on ſhore, at 
St. Helens, to enjoy the exerciſe of a walk. 

On Sunday 30, we weighed anchor, and endeavoured 
to turn 1t out, till three o'clock in the afternoon; when 
the commodore perceiving it would be impoſſible for 
the aftermoſt ſhips to clear the land, put aboutand ſtood 
away for Spithead. He caſt anchor at a conſiderable 
diſtance from the ſhore, that we might keep clear of 
a victualling fleet juſt arrived; and bridle that pro- 
penſity which our ſoldiers had, to land in their own 
country. [Some. were of opinion, that we might have | 
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failed through the Needles, fo as to get to ſea imme- 
diately and reach Cherbourg, which we underſtood 
was our deſtination : But the channel at the Needles 
is narrow, and the navigation difficult; fo that this 
paſſage could not have been attempted without ſome 
riſque, which the commodore thought was altogether 
unneceſſary. | 
On Monday 31, we weighed again and failed to 
St. Helens, where we remained at anchor till towards 
the evening: Then we ſtood out, and by night clear- 
ed the land, with eaſy wind and fair weather. Au- 
_ guſt 1, in the morning the Iſle of Wight appeared 
ſix or ſeven leagues aſtern: We edged along the 
welt end of the Iſle of Wight all Tueſday; and about 
nine at night, tacked and ſtood down the channel. 
During Wedneſday, Thurſday, Friday, and Saturday, 
we had fluttering winds and calm weather, ſo that 
we were wafted to and fro near the Iſle of Alderney, 
between the high land of St. Albans and Cape de 
la Hague. On Sunday morning, we drew near the 
coaſt of France; ſtood off and on; and in the even- 
ing anchored in the bay of Cherbourg: At the ſame 
time a feint was made, by ſending a bomb-ketch to 
anchor near the town, as if our intention was to diſ- 
embark in that place. A good number of ſhells were 
thrown ; but none reached the town. The general's 
intention was, to land about a league to the weſtward 
of Querqueville, which is the weſtermoſt fort on the 
bay ; and every thing was prepared for the diſem- 
barkation. Since our laſt viſit, the enemy had 1n- 
trenched themſelves by a line, running from Ecceur- 
deville, that ſtands about two miles from Cherbourg, 
along the coaſt for four or five miles, with ſeveral bat- 
teries at proper diſtances. Behind theſe intrench- 
ments 'the French troops appeared, both horſe and 
foot, in red and blue uniform; being, as we were 
told, the regiments of Clare, Liege, and Guienne. 
They did not care to advance to the open n as 
— 94 their 
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their defences were not carried ſo far; and therefore, 
we ran the leſs riſque in diſembarking. Our bomb. 
ketches lying in ſhore, 93 upon their intrench- 
ments, not only in the uſual way, but alſo with ball 
mortars, which threw a great quantity of balls, from 
eight or nine to 1500 yards diſtance. Theſe were well 
directed, and ſeemed greatly to diſconcert the French 
cavalry. On the adjoining fields, we ſaw a great num- 
ber of peaſants reaping the corn; and in a meadow ex- 
actly oppoſite to us, there was one man employed in 
making hay with greatcompoſure, as if our landing was 
not worth his notice. Prince Edward went on board of 
the Pallas, one of the ſhips intended for battering the 
forts; and afterwards viſited the bomb-ketches, that 
he might ſee the manner of working the mortars,” 
The brigade of guards and grenadiers, being or- 
dered to land the firſt, under the command of a ma- 
jor general, were diſtributed into the flat-bottomed 
boats, which rowed- towards the ſhore with more re- 
oularity than appeared at our laſt diſembarkation, in 
the bay of Cancalle. The ketches and mea of war 
lying near the ſhore, fired withour ceaſing; and co- 
vered the landing ſo effectually, that the enemy durſt 
not advance beyond their intrenchments. Our 
troops leaped into the water, and were quickly form- 
ed on the beach, with a natural breaſt-worl: before 
them. The field, however, was clcar and open only 
to the extent of 200 paces : In the front was a hollow 
way, and a village with a ſudden riſing on the other 
fide: On the left, from whence the enemy began ro 
advance in line, the ground was interſected by hedges, 
and covered thick with orchards : A church, and a tew 
houſes, appeared at the foot of a hill. 
* Our troops ſeeing them advance, quitted the breaſt- 
work and marched up, edging towards them : Then 
the French began a ſtraggling fire, which ve returned 
in the ſame manner. As the enemy ſeemed leaning 
towards the hill, and the hollow way; it was thoughc 
adviiable to ſend a detachment of grenadiers, that 


might 
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might cut off their communication with the hill which 
they were endeavouring to gain, Orders were given 
for this purpoſe; but ſo much time was ſpent in 
dreſſing files, &:. that the deſign was anticipated by 
the French, who took poſſeſſion of the hill, and pic- 
keered with our advanced poſts. Part of the guards 
on our right, gained the riſing ground in our front, 
and ſecured us from that quarter. In the mean time, 
the reſt of our troops were diſembarked with all poſ- 
ſible expedition. All the boats employed in this fer- 
vice, contained no greater number than 1500 men; 
nevertheleſs, the landing was nearly finiſhed before 
night. The enemy appeared drawn up in a line, 
about a mile on our left, where they ſtood the whole 
afternoon, and at night retired. Our advanced regi- 
ment 1mmediately took poſt at Naqueville, on the 
hill; and it would have been fortunate, could we 
have marched on without delay : In that caſe we 
ſhould, by proper diſpoſitions, have ſurrounded ſe- 
veral detached parties; extended our front on the 
plain; and occupied the village of Querqueville: But 
it was judged more prudent, to remain at a village 
called Erville, near the place where we diſembarked. 
There we encamped at night in an irregular manner, 
ſo crouded, that if we had been attacked, with the 
hills on our right, and the ſea on our left, we ſhould 
not have had room enough for our front to operate 
with any advantage; for the ground on which we 


lay, did not. extend above 400 paces. The reaſons 


given for not advancing, were theſe : The whole of 
our infantry was not yet landed; and all the light- 
herſe were on board: The general thought it impru- 
dent to march without his whole force, and fort Quer- 
queville was {till in the enemy's poſſeſſion. Notwith- 
ſtanding theſe motives, it is an eſtabliſhed maxim in 
war, never to occupy any ground but where you can 
exert your whole force to the beſt advantage; and no 


good 
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* apology can be made, for hampering an army 
y a confined ſituation, in the face of a retiring 
enemy. | 

Next morning, a e was made for moving 
forwards: A party of light-horſe and grenadiers, 
with two pieces of cannon, were ordered to advance 
by the low road to Querqueville; to be followed b 
the whole army, except one column, directed to 
march by the way of Naqueville, along the riſing 
grounds. Long before we began to move, a gentle- 
man who had been out reconnoitring, reported to the 
general, that no parties of the enemy were ſeen 
moving on the hill or plain ; and that fort Querque- 
ville ſeemed to be entirely abandoned. 

Notwithſtanding this intelligence, which was true 
and evident, the march of the army was retarded ſeve- 
ral hours, by their waiting for cannon, The advanced 
party of light-horſe and grenadiers, found the infor- 
mation true; took poſſeſſion of the fort; ſtruck the 
French enſign; and hoiſted Engliſh colours. Then 
the army marching up to the village of Querqueville; 
and another party of light-horſe was detached to recon- 
noitre the high road by Hainville. In the mean time, 
the firſt party marched by the low road, on the back 
of the forts; and found the lines along the coaſt, 
the batteries and every thing clear. Thus encouraged, 
they advanced behind St. Aulne, Ecæurdeville, 
Hommet, and la Galet, to the city of Cherbourg, 
which was abandoned by the enemy, and open for 
our reception. The afternoon was not yet far ad- 
vanced, and the reconnoitring party on the right from 
Hainville, had made report, that the wood was clear 
on that ſide; fo that the army might have marched in 
two columns. Inſtead of this diſpoſition, the troops 
moved in one column; and the line of march being 
lengthened till after midnight, the rear was bewilder- 
ed and fatigued, and the men did not know where to 


pitch 
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pitch their tents. The generals were quartered in 
town, and received all manner of civility from the ci- 

tizens; who, to our ſhame, met with very ungrate- 
ful returns, notwithſtanding the declaration in the ma- 
nifeſto, which was diſtributed among them for their 
comfort and encouragement. The ſoldiers, from 
their not being regularly encamped and carefully ſu- 

perintended, were at hberty to indulge themſelves in 
all ſorts of licentiouſneſs: They plundered and ra- 
vaged the adjacent country all night long; the city 
itſelf was not exempted from pillage and brutality. 
No guards had been placed in the ſkirts of the town, 
nor other parts that ought to have been ſecured ; ſo 
that great diſorders were committed. The effects of 
this licenſe appeared but too plain, to thoſe officers 
who were early on duty in the morning. Endeavours 
indeed were uled, to put a ſtop to ſuch irregular pro- 


ceedings ; but it was late before the proper guards 


and ſentries could be placed: Even this precauti- 
on when it did take effect, could neither remedy the 
miſchief which had been done, nor ſufficiently reſtrain 
the growing evil : For, to ſpeak impartially, neither 
our declarations nor our ſafeguards were ſacred. 

The town of Cherbourg and its avenues being re- 
connnoitred, it was determined to deſtroy the forts 
and the baſon, without delay. The deſtruction of the 
forts was left to the direction of the engineers: That 
of the baſon, was undertaken by ſome officers of the 
fleet and the artillery. 

The port of Cherbourg was, ſome years ago, con- 
fidered by the French, as an object of great import- 
ance; from its ſituation in regard to the river Seine, 
by which it favoured the navigation of their ſhips ſail- 
ing down the channel; and from the circumſtance of 
its being oppoſite to the fineſt parts of England. Mr. 
Belidor inhanced its merit, by giving a plan and de- 
{cription of it, in his treatiſe of Hydroſtatics, where 
he expatiates on the utility of Cherbourg. Part F 
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his plan is executed with great labour, ſolid materials, 
and excellent workmanſhip. The ſtones are four 
foot by one and a halt, almoſt as hard as marble, and 
cramped with iron: The bridge and flood-gates are 
equally ſtrong and elegant. What was done, muſt have 
coſt an immenſe ſum ; but, from the work's bein 
diſcontinued, it would appear that the plan did not 
anſwer, or that they were tired of the expence; per- 
es both reaſons concurred. If I may preſume to 
judge, the bay is too open and inſecure, notwith- 
ſtanding the iſland of Pelee and the point of Hom- 
met, which form the harbour; and from my own 
obſervation, I conclude, that the weight of back- 
water in the little river, is not ſufficient to clear the 
baſon, 

The town itſelf is quite open and defenceleſs. 
They had indeed raiſed a few unconnected batteries: 
On the beach, at the diſtance of a mile from the town, 
was Tour la Ville, a ſquare redoubt; and along the 
beach, in front of their former camp, was an en- 
trenchment with cannon. To the weſtward of the 
town, the ſhore was ſecured withthe following defences, 
that ſtood at the diſtance of ſix or ſeven hundred yards 
from each other: Galet, which has two faces to 
the ſea, two flanks to the beach, and a horn work to 
the land: Hommet, a ſquare redoubt: Eczurdeville, 
a battery en barbette to the ſea, and two towers to the 
beach and land ; A little above this work, begins Pl 
line of entrenchment along the coaſt, with ſeveral 
batteries : Fort St, Aulne, and Querqueville, on the 
point, nearly of the ſame form with the Ecæurde- 
ville. But to return to our military operations. Our 


camp was formed in a ſtraggling manner, on the ſum- 


mit and deſcent of a hill, fronting eaſtward, to the 
ſtrongeſt ground; open and expoſed to the right 
flank , difficult of acceſs to the rear, having the ſea 
and cloſe ground to the left; ſo that on the whole, it 
was a very improper ſpot for military 3 

. — 
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The commanding poſt on the hill, at the Hermitage, 
was occupied; but a riſing ground in the valley un- 
derncath, on the rear, which commanded that avenue 
of the town, was neglected. The army was kept 
very quiet in camp, by the out- parties of the light- 
horſe, which were always vigilant and alert. In this 
corps were ſeveral excellent officers; and indeed, 
it was the moſt uſeful body in the king's ſervice. 
At firſt, they proceeded but ſlowly in the demoli- 
tion of the works; a very uncomfortable conſiderati- 
on, as we received daily intelligence from deſerters, 
that the enemy were employed in aſſembling a con- 
fiderable body of forces to intercept our retreat, 
That ſuch a number of troops ſhould retire before our 
army when it landed, is not to accounted for any 
other way, than by ſuppoſing, that they did not chute 
to truft their militia, and expected a reinforcement of 
regulars ſuſficient to overpower us at once. 25 
The French camp was formed at Walloign, an 
open fertile country, at the diſtance of four leagues 
from Cherbourg: Had we purſued them to that poſt, 
the whole country might have been laid under contri- 
bution. 
Some mines in the baſon were ſprung : The forts 
had been hitherto run down by hand, for want of 
miners ; but now we took the more effectual me- 
thod of blowing them up. A report in writing was 
given in to the general, of the ſituation and ſtrength 
of Cherbourg and its outlets ; together with propo- 
fals for encamping in lines; and a remonſtrance, 
touching the neceſſity there was, to prepare a diſpoſi- 
tion for a regular and ſafe retreat. His royal high- 
nets Prince Edward was every day on ſhore, from our 
firit landing, and remarkably attentive to all the dit- 
ferent operations. — 
Ihe barracks in town were occupied by the grena- 
nadiers of the line, and ſome other troops. Detach- 
ments were tent out every day to the eaſtward, to- 
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wards Wolloign, where they often diſcovered and 
ſkirmiſhed with parties of the enemy. Deſerters were 
daily brought in; and we received variety of intelli- 
gence. The ſoldiers continued to maraude; ſome were 
tried and acquitted. The inhabitants of Cherbourg, 


who chiefly ſuffered by their licentiouſneſs, complain- 


ed in vain ; they were courteouſly heard, but receiv- 
ed no relief. They were ternbly alarmed when we 
began to burn their ſhips in the baſon, apprehending 
that the whole town would be reduced to aſhes : But 
ſo much caution was obſerved, that the houſes ſuſtain- 


ed no injury. 


Conſiderable pongrefh was made in the demolition 
of the works. A plan of re-embarkation was con- 
certed : The commodore propoſed that a flight in- 
trenchment ſhould be made, ſufficient to defend the 
laſt diviſion that ſhould be re-embarked. He ſaid he 
would order the ſhips. in to cover us, to flank and 
ſcour any works we ſhould make: He pitched on the 
bays where he judged the re-embarkation might be 
the moſt eaſily and ſafely performed: He expreſſed 
his opinion, that the forts ſhould only be demoliſhed 
towards the ſea; and the walls towards the land, be 
left intire, to cover our retreat. His advice was fol- 
lowed accordingly. The intrenchment was begun and 
ended in two days: It extended acroſs the neck of 
land, on which Homet ſtands ; was flanked on the 
right, by Ecæurdeville; on the left, by Gallet; and 
in the front of it, was the village of Bellecroix, 
with a ſmall redoubt. Between the forts were inter- 
mediate bays, from which the troops were to be re- 
embarked. (See the Plan annexcd.) | 

The work was retarded by the {loth and drunken- 


neſs of the men, who had diſcovered ſome magazines 


of wine, and became extremely diſſolute: The foot- 
guards, however, on this occaſion, exhibited a lauda- 
ble example to the reſt of the troops ; for, atter the 
firſt night at Cherbourg, they were ſtrictly kept to 
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camp and diſcipline. The duty was carried on in the 
common routine: The out parties were ſtill active 
and alert : The labour was moderate, and the army 
enjoyed the utmoſt tranquility. 

The public taxes in Cherbourg were raiſed for his 
Britannic majeſty ; together with a contribution, and 
ranſoms for the town; as well as for a glaſs manu- 
factury, a royalty which yields conſiderable profits: 
All theſe ſums when collected, did not, as we were 
informed, exceed 60,000 livres, equivalent to about 
2,500 pounds. | | 

The general, attended by ſome of the command- 
ing officers, going out to reconnoitre, with a detach- 
ment of grenadiers and a party of hght-horſe, ſome 
of the French cavalry appeared at a diſtance. Cap- 
tain Lindſey, of the light-horſe, was immediately or- 
dered to attack them; at the requeſt (as it is ſaid) of 
ſome young gentlemen, who were deſirous of ſeeing 
the horſe charge : He, accordingly, advanced at'a 
briſk pace, without detaching from his front and 
flanks ; and falling in with a body of infantry, poſted 
behind a hedge, received a ſevere fire, which obliged 
the light-horſe to wheel about and retire, Captain 
Lindſey was mortally wounded by a muſket ſhot, and 
died univerſally regretted, as a worthy young man, 


and one of the molt intelligent, active, and induſtri- 
ous officers in the ſervice. What pity, ſo much merit 


ſhould have been unneceſſarily thrown away, to gra- 
tify the raſh impertinent curioſity of thoſe, who Jad 
no right to dictate on ſuch an occaſion ! ts 

The diſſolute behaviour of the troops continuing, 
ſeveral individuals were tried, and one ſoldier was 
hanged in terrorem : Some others were murdered by 
the peaſants, in the very act of marauding. FREE! 

The demolition of the works being finiſhed quiet- 
ly, a reſolution was taken to re-embark. All the 
braſs ordnance taken from the enemy, had been put 
on board a Daniſh veſlel, lying in the port of Cher- 
a bourg, 
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bourg, and ſent to England under convoy. Our 
ſtores and artillery were ſhipped on the 15th of Au- 
guſt; and the light-horſe embarked on platforms, laid 
in the flat-bottomed boats. 

On the 16th, at three o'clock in the morning, the 
camp. was ſtruck ; ſo that when the inhabitants of 
Cherbourg awoke. they ſaw no veſtage of us, but the 
deſtruction and havock we had made. 

The lines marched down to the beach, on the weſt 
ſide of Gallet ; but did not enter the intrenchment, 
as no enemy appeared to diſturb us. The whole ar- 
my was re- embarked under the ſhade of fort Gallet; 
cover it could not be called, as it had neither troops 
within, nor artillery on the ramparts, to defend us in 
caſe we ſhould have been attacked. An effort of 
this kind might have been made with ſucceſs, by an 
active ., eee h enemy, who could have mixed 

re they had been much annoyed by the 
* ag So far we were fortunate. Before 11 o'clock 
the embarkation was compleated, with equal eaſe, 
diſtinctneſs, and expedition; very much to the honour 
of the commodore, and every ſea- officer concerned. 
His royal highneſs Prince Edward came off with the 
laſt diviſion of the grenadiers, and ſteered the boat 
aboard. Hoſtages had been taken, for the punctual 
performance ar the articles of ranſom. 

Though no immediate danger appears in re-embarka- 
tions of t this kind; yet, if military diſpoſitions are ever 
neceſſary, they. ought .to take place in an enemy's 
country; where the troops are expoſed to accidents, 
that at be of the moſt pernicious conſequence : 
Beſides, by. ſuch diſpoſitions, the officers and men 
are habituated to military manceuvres; and learn, by 
practice, how to dehaye with coolneſs and compoſure, 
on all emergencies. No better opportunity can offer 
for learning theſe operations, than during a campaign 
in the face of an enemy: The neglect of ſuch 
mancæuvres, is attended ſometimes, with the moit 
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fatal blunders and miſtakes, when it becomes neceſſa- 
ry to occupy, to cover, or to abandon poſts, in time 
of action. In ſuch caſes, the moſt ſpirited and intrepid 
troops are puzzled, perplexed, and thrown into con- 
fuſion, by not knowing the detail of their duty. We 
complain that opportunities very ſeldom occur, to 
mancuvre our army in a proper manner; yet, when 
theſe offer they are neglected. The young officers 
being left without improvement and inſtruction, tri- 
umph in their own ignorance, and precipitation; and 
thoſe who have ſeen ſervice, inſtead of ſetting a proper 


example to their juniors, act from caprice, rather 


than from the dictates of reflection and experience: 
Fatal effect of licence, and relaxation in diſcipline ! 
We remained part of two days in the harbour, without 
ſeeing the face of an enemy; and on the 18th, ſail- 
ed with little wind and fair weather. Off Alderney, 
the rear of our fleet was dogged by a French priva- 
teer, which one of our frigates engaged; but ſhe be- 
ing likely to eſcape, the Rocheſter man of war bore 
down upon her, and ſhe ſtruck immediately. 

We ſteered for England; and on Saturday 19, an- 
chored in Weymouth road, under the high land of 
Portland. Next day, the Prince went aſhore to di- 
vine ſervice. On Monday we weighed; but the wind 
vecring about, were obliged to drop anchor again. 
Here we received the agreeable news, that Louiſ- 
bourg was taken by our troops in America : This 
pleaſure, however, was ſomewhat allayed, by the ac- 
count of our miſcarriage under general Abercombie, 
in his endeavours to force the French lines, at Ficon- 
derago. On Tueſday, about midnight, we weighed 
again; and next day ſtood along ſhore off Torbay. 
On Thurſday morning, we ſtretched over to the 
ſouthward; but, the wind changing and blowm 


a hard gale, the whole fleet bore away for the Engliſh 


thore, and anchored a ſecond time in Weymouth 
8 | bay, 
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bay, under Portland hill, famous for its quarries of 
free-ſtone. The face of the country, roughened with 
with bare hills and chalky cliffs, exhibits but a very 
uncomfortable proſpect. The fields are ill encloſcd; 
few trees and fewer houſes appear; nor is the eye 
entertained with variety. This barren and bleak ap- 
pearance may, of itſelf, ſecure the coaſt from inva- 
ſion. What a very different aſpect have the fer- 
tile and well cultivated fields on the coaſt of Nor-

MILITARY 
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E were detained in Weymouth bay, by 

/ tempeſtuous weather and contrary winds, 

till Thurſday morning, when we ſailed 

with a north-eaſt wind, though ſome time elapſed be- 
fore certain tranſports were under fail, many officers 
being a ſhore : It blew ſo hard that we were obliged 
to tack, leaſt we ſhould havefallen in with the iſlands ; 
we lay too all night, and in the morning of Friday, 
ſtood over to the coaſt of England; in the evening 
being off the Start Point, we put about to the ſouth- 
ward, and on Saturday morning found ourſelves cloſe 
upon Guernſey. Next day we made the French ſhore, 
ſuppoſed to be cape de la Hague, and were almoſt be- 


calmed betwixt Jerſey and that head- land. On Sunday 


evening we anchored in the bay of St. Lunar, two 
jeagues to the weſtward of St. Maloes, with intention, 
as we heard, to land in this place, and burn a con- 
ſierable number of veilels, ſaid to be in the harbour 
of St. Briac, about a mile in ſhore. 

The commodore propoſed to attack with the ſhips 
the forts of St. Maloes, to run in the bomb-ketches to 


bombard 
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bombard the town, to row up the flat bottomed boats, 
after the forts ſhould be taken, ſo as to paſs the town 
in the night, that they might tranſport the troops to 
the St. Servan-ſfide, where a blockade ſhould be 
formed, and bomb-batteries might be erected againſt 
the town. 

The ſloops and ketches having approached the 
ſhore to cover the diſſembarkation, we landed without 
oppoſition, on a fair open beach ; the ground before 
us being perfectly clear for a mile, and very proper 
for intrenchments. On the right was a promontary ; 
the left was ſtrong by nature, and there were proper 
poſts in the front for ſecuring the intrenchments, ca- 
pable of being defended ſeparately. One of the boats 
being overſet, eight men were loſt in this diſſembark- 
ation. A detachment of grenadiers was immediately 
ſent to St. Briac, were they burned 14 or 15 ſmall 
veſſels. Monday, Tueſday and Wedneſday were ſpent 
in reconnoitring, and deliberating on what could be 
done for the annoyance of the enemy. Prince Edward, 
in reconnoitring, advanced fo near as to expoſe his 
perſon to ſome ſhot from the town. A ball grazing 
en ricochet, near the ſpot where he good, a ſerjeant 
ſprung before him, to defend his royal highneſs with 
his body; the prince was fo pleaſed with this uncommon 
mark of courage and attachment, that he rewarded the 
man with a handſome gratification. Every perſon of 
judgment, acquainted with the ſituation and ſtate of 
St. Maloes, believed it was above inſult, either from 
our land forces or our ſhipping. The mouth of the 
river that forms the baſin from St. Maloes to St. Ser- 
van, extends above two miles in breadth, at the nar- 
roweſt part, ſo as to be out of the reach of our metal, 
and the forts that defended the entrance, were too 
ſtrong and too numerous for the ſhips to attempt, 
conſidering the difficult navigation of the entry, 
through which none of the pilots would undertake to 
conduct them, The entrance is defended by ſeveral 
20 11 batteries, 
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batteries, mounting in all above g0 pieces of large 
cannon; and 40 pieces are planted on the weſt - ſide of 
the town, being generally 48 pounders. There were 
ſeven frigates or armed veſſels lying in the baſin, 
whoſe guns might have been brought to bear upon 
any batteries we could have raiſed on ſhore, to the 
weſtward above Dinar, or upon any ſhips that could 
have entered by the uſual channel. 

It was now propoſed: that the troops ſhould advance 
five leagues up the river, paſs the bridge at Dinant, 
and march down the other ſide : Every perſon who 
knew the ſituation of the forts, the towns, the frigates 
in the baſin, the bridge at Dinant, the roads that 
were impaſſable to artillery, and the ſtrength of St. 
Maloes on the eaſt-ſide, ſaw at once the impoſſibility 
of executing either propoſal. 

On the third day after our landing, it blew ſo hard 
that no boats could go on board the fleet ; the ſhip 
proviſions which had been brought on ſhore, were 
almoſt exhauſted : The peaſants had drove away their 
cattle and abandoned the country, ſo that very little 
was brought to the camp. The ground where the 
ſhips lay at anchor, was ſo foul and rocky that the 
people in the neighboyrhood came out to ſee them daſh 
in pieces. They declared they never durſt anchor in 
that unſafe road of St. Lunar; and ſaid they were ſure 
our ſea officers were extremely uneaſy; Had the gale 
encreaſed and our ſhips been driven out to ſea, we 
ſhould have been in a very uncomtortable ſituation, 
The commodore thinking it unſafe to lie longer in 
this place, moved up to the bay of St. Eu. about 
three leagues to the weſtward. 

The defign upon St. Maloes being now laid alide, 
it was reſolved to penetrate farther into the country; 
moving however, in ſuch a manner as to be near the 
fleet, in caſe it ſnould be neceſſary to re- embark. 

On Friday the eighth we began our march, and 
came to our 1. grouns: at St. Guildo pretty late, though 

our 
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our progreſs was no more than nine miles : In the 
afternoon as we advanced along a gut of the ſea, 
the enemy popped at us from the other ſide, and 
were ſaluted with grape-ſhot from our field- pieces. 

On the ninth in the afternoon, we croſſed this gut 
at low water, and were diſturbed in our paſſage, by 
the enemy who wounded a good number of ſoldiers, 
by firing at us from behind hedges, and out of the 
neighbouring houſes. A meſſage was ſent to them 
by a prieſt, threatening to deſtroy the houſes, unleſs 
they would ceaſe firing: But, as no regard was payed 
to this declaration, the houſes were burned, as ſoon 
as we reached the place of our encampment, about 
two miles on the other ſide of this inlet. 

Next morning early we marched about three miles 
farther to the village of Matignon; there was great 
{kirniſhing on our left flanks, and when we drew 
near the village; ſome French piquets, to the number 
of about two battalions, preſented theniſelves before 
us; but, they ſoon diſperſed at the approach of our 
grenadiers, after a tew ſhot had been fired upon them 
trom our field-pieces. | 
When the French diſappeared, we continued 
our rout through the village, and encamped with 
as much ſecurity and as little precaution, as if the 
enemy had been at the diſtance of twenty leagues ; 
though the deſerters had aſſured us that an army un- 
der the Duc d' Aiquillon from Breſt, was advanced as 
far as Lambale, about ſix miles from our encamp- 
ment: Nay, they had even given us the names and 
numbers of the regiments which compoſed this body,

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Ihe bay of St. Cas, being diſtant about three miles, 
was this afternoon reconnoitred for re-embarkation. 
The Coldſtream regiment of guards had already 
poſſeſſed the ground to the right of the village of St, 
Cas, by the Windmill : That ſame night they took 


two ſinall batteries on the left of the Bay, which 


played a-croſs it, and threw the guns over the rock 
into the ſea. The Bay was covered by an intrench- 
ment which the French had made to preyent our 
landing: It was now propoſed this ſhould be turned 
againſt the enemy; and the Coldſtream regiment 
made ſome progreſs in the work, which however, 
was interrupted for want of tools. The ſand hills 
along ſhore, formed an inſurmountable objection to 
any thing that would be made in the way of defence, 
as they terved the enemy for cover: This reaſon was 
given and reported, againſt the deſign of embarking 
the troops from hence; and a propoſal was made that 
the re-embarkation ſhould be performed from an open 
fair beach on the left, between St. Cas and St. Guildo: 
This advice was neglected, and all our ſubſequent 
conduct ſavoured ſtrong of blind ſecurity and pre- 
fumption. | 
In the afternoon, 1t was determined by a counci} 
of war, that we ſhould re-embark with all expedition. 
Had we decamped in the night without noiſe, we 
ſhould in all probability have arrived at the beach, 
before the enemy had received any intelligence of our 


motions, and in that caſe we might have re-embarked 


without moleſtation :- But, as if our intention had 


been to give the French warning; the. general was 
beat about two o'clock on Monday morning, the 


aſſembly following as uſual, and the::enemy. repeated 
the ſame fignals in our hearing: Our troops were im- 
mediately in motion; yet, though the diſtance did 
not exceed three miles, the halts and interruptions 


were ſo frequent, that the army did not arrive on the 


beach of St. Cas, till near nine o'clock, They ſkir-

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miſhed a little on the march, but noconſiderable body 
of the enemy appeared until we had reached the 
ſhore. The imbarkation of the troops was immedi- 
ately begun; but by ſome miſtake in orders, they 
were rowed too far in queſt of their reſpective ſhips : 
The tranſports boats did not return with that punctu- 
ality which was requiſite, and when they came, were 
employed in carrying off horſes and cows inſtead of 
men, notwithſtanding all the attention and authoriry 
of the ſea-officers, who behaved with great conduct and 
moderation. The ſmall ſhips and bomb-ketches 
ranged in ſhore, to cover the embarkation; and it 
was a pity that all the cutters and ſmall craft had not 
been brought in towards the beach, The enemy firſt ap- 
peared by a windmill to the left (ſee the Plan annexed) 
as we fronted them, and from a battery of 10 guns and 
eight mortars, played upon us all the time of our embar- 
kation: They began to march down partly covered by a 
hollow way on their left; their deſign was to gain awood, 
where they might form and extend themſelves alon 

our front, then to advance forward under ſhelter f 
the ſand hills, which favoured them greatly. They 
were no ſooner in motion, than the ſhipping began 
to play upon them with cannon and mortars, which 
produced great ſlaughter and confuſion : Such was 
the execution where ever they appeared, that they 
would not venture to come forth from the wood 
which they had gained: Their line of march down the 
hill, was greatly ſtaggered; continued ſometime in 
ſuſpence, and then turned off to one ſide. They 
afterwards extended themſelves along the hill to our 
right, under cover of which they marched down the 
hollow-way, and from thence ruſhed on to the at- 
tack. All the grenadiers of our army, and one half 
of the firſt regiment of guards remained on ſhore, un- 
der the command of major general Dury, who ſeeing 
the enemy advance, ordered them to form in grand di- 
viſions, and march from behind the bank that 1 
| G them 
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them, in order to meet the French, as they ruſhed 
out from the defile. Had this motion been made a 
little ſooner, and our troops had attacked with their 
bayonets, before a conſiderable number of the enemy 
were diſengaged from the hollow-way, perhaps it 
might have ſucceeded fo far, as to diſconcert and 
throw them into confuſion : But, the advice of a 
gentleman, who ſuggeſted this expedient was neg- 
lected, and the opportunity loſt. The French were 


allowed to extend themſelves, ſo as to form a very 


formidable front againſt our line, which was drawn up 
in uneven ground, and began the action with an irregu- 
lar fire from right to left: This was returned by the 
enemy, and the engagement continued for ſometime 
with doubtful ſucceſs. The French having ſuch a 
great ſuperiority in number, that the Engliſh troops 
were in danger of being ſurrounded and cut in pieces; 
it was propoſed to general Dury, that they ſhould 
retreat along the beach towards a rock on the left. 
In this march, our flanks might have been ſecured on 
one ſide by the intrenchment, and on the other by the 
ſea; and the enemy in purſuing us, would have been 
expoſed to the whole fire of the ſhipping, which, 
in all likelihood, they would not have been able to 
bear. No proſpect of victory, or even eſcape re- 
mained, except by boats. Sir John Armitage was 


ſhot through the head in the beginning of the 
action; many of the officers fell, and a great num- 


ber of men were ſlain. At length their ammunition, 
which was far from being compleat, began to fail; 
they were ſeized with pannic, they faltered, they 
broke, and fled in the utmoſt confuſion : Some ran 
to the ſea and endeavoured to ſave their lives by 
ſwimming towards the boats, which were ordered 
io give them all poſſible aſſiſtance. Some officers 
ſwam near two miles before they were taken up: 
General Dury heirg wounded, took to the ſea where 
ke periſhed, and this was the fate of a great aan 
The 
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The enemy no ſooner perceived our troops give way» 
then they fell in among them with their bayonets, 
and a conſiderable ſlaughter enſued. Our men were 
butchered both on the ſhore and in the water, and 
many in ſwimming wert killed by the ſhot and ſhells 
thrown from the French cannon and mortars for that 
purpoſe, as well as to ſink the boats, one of which 
was actually deſtroyed. The carnage would not have 
been ſo great had not the frigates continued to fire 
occaſionally on the enemy. Theſe being ſilenced by 
a ſignal from the commodore; the French officers 
and ſoldiers exhibited a noble inſtance of humanity 
and moderation, in giving immediate quarter and 
protection to the conquered. Such generoſity we 
could hardly expect in return for marauding, pillaging, 
burning, and other exceſſes which our ſoldiers had 
committed. Some hundreds of our men, inſtead of 
throwing themſelves into the ſea, more wiſely retired 
to the rock on the left, where they made a ſtand, ex- 
hauſted their ammunition, and then ſurrendered at 
diſcretion. Our loſs on this unfortunate occaſion, 
amounted to about one thouſand choice troops killed, 
wounded, and taken priſoners; nor was this little 
advantage cheaply purchaſed by the enemy. The ſhot 
from the frigates, and the ſhells from the ketches, 
made lanes through them as they marched down the 
hill; and the fire of our troops had a conſiderable ef- 
fect, ſo that their loſs could not be much inferior to 
that of the Engliſh. | 
Commodore lord Howe perceiving the ſailors in 
the boats, were a little ſtaggered by the enemies fire, 
exhibited a remarkable example of intrepidity, by 
ordering himſelf to be rowed in his own boat through 
the thickeſt of the fire, and bringing off as many 
men as it would carry. | | 
War is ſo dreadful in itſelf, and fo ſevere in its 
conſequences; that the exerciſe of generoſity and com- 
paſſion, by which the horrors of it are foftened, 
1 G 2 ought 
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ought to be approved, encouraged, and imitated, 
Such conduct is arable, is noble: It is the beſt prac- 
tice of virtue; and, indeed, the triumph of human 
nature: But we ought to uſe our beſt endeavours, 
for deſerving this treatment at the hands of a civi- 
lized enemy. We ought to be humane in our turn, 
to thoſe whom the fate of war has ſubjected to our 
power: We ought to obſerve the rigid diſci- 
pline among the troops, and religiouſly abſtain from 
all acts of violence and oppreſſion. Thus a laudable 
emulation would quickly enſue; and the powers at 
war, vie with each other in humanity and politeneſs, 
In other reſpects, the commander of an invading ar- 
mament, will always find his account in being well 
With che common people of the country on which the 
deſcent is made: They will be encouraged to bring 
regular ſupplies of qvidiba and refreſhments, into 
the camp: They will mingle wich the ſoldiers, and 
1 form friendſhips : They will Fre as guides, and meſ- 
wy ſengers : They will let out their cattle for hire, as 

N draught- horſes : They will work as day-labourers : 
They will diſcover proper fords, bridges, roads, and 
. defiles; and, rf artfully managed, communicate ma- 
«il ny uſeful hints of intelligence. 

Unleſs great care and circumſpection 1s exerted; in 
maintaining difcipline, and bridling the licentious 
diſpoſition of the ſoldiers; ſuch invafions as theſe, will 
be productive of nothing but miſcarriage and diſ- 
grace. This is, at beſt, but a piratical way of car- 
25 rying on war; and tlie troops engaged in it, are in 
ſme meaſue debauched by the nature of the ſervice. 
They are huddled together in tranſports, where the 
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NZ minulis of military order, cannot be obſerved; though ſec 
1 the good of the ſervice greatly depends, upon a due wil 
ad obſervance of theſe forms. The ſoldiers grow negli- Th, 
2B gent wich reſpect to cleanlineſs, and the exterior or- cou 
1 naments of dreſs: They are apt to become flovenly, 

1 flothſul, and altogether unfit for a return of duty: _ 
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They are tumbled about occaſionally im ſhips and 
boats, landed and re-embarked in a tumultuous man- 


ner, under a divided and diſorderly command: They 


are accuſtomed to retire at the firſt report of an ap- 
x proaching enemy, and take ſhelter on another ele- 


ment; nay, their ſmall pillaging parties, are often 
obliged to fly before unarmed peaſants. Their du- 


ty, on ſuch occaſions, is the moſt unmanly part of a 


ſoldier's buſineſs; namely, to ruin, ravage, and de- 
ſtroy : They ſoon yield to the temptation of pillage, 
and are habituated to rapine: Thay give a looſe to 
intemperance, intoxication, and riot; commit a thou- 
ſand exceſſes; and when an enemy appears, run on 


board with their plunder. Thus, the dignity of the 
ſervice is debaſed: They loſe all ſenſe of honour, 


and of ſhame: They ire no longer reſtricted by mi- 
litary laws, nor over-awed by the authority of offi- 


cers': In a word, they degenerate into lawleſs buc- 


caneers. . From ſuch a total relaxation of 'morals, and 
diſcipline ; what can enſue, but riot, confuſion, de- 
feat, diſgrace, and ruin ? 

It may be worth while to conſider, whether even 


all the advantage, that could be expected from ſuch 


deſcents, will over-ballance theſe evils, tome of which 
are. inevitable ; together with the extraordinary ex- 
pence intailed upon the nation, by equipping arma- 
ments of. this nature. True it is, we alarm and in- 


ſult the French coaſt; employ a conſiderable number 
of their troops at home; ruin their trade; protect 


our own navigation; and ſecure our country from in- 
vaſions: But it may be aſked, whether all theſe pur- 
poles might not be anſwered as effectually, at a much 


maller expence, by our ſhipping only. 


After all, ſhould it be judged expedient to pro- 
ſecute this defultory kind of war; our commanders 
will do well to confider theſe falutary maxims : 
That a landing ought never to be mad: in an enemy's 
country, Toitoout taking proper precautions to ſecure a
